ſpirit; being content onely with thoſe. Ce 
renjonies which do ſerve to a decent Orders 
arid godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to 
tir up the dull mind of man to the remem+ 
brane? of his duty to God, -by ſome norable 
and ſpecial fignification, whereby he might 
bs edifi-d. Furthermote , the moſt weighty 
cauſe of the aboliihment of cercain Ceremoy 
nies was, That they were ſo far abuſed, part- 
ly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the rud® 
and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable 
avarice of ſuch as ſought more their own Ju- 
cre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes 
could not well be taken away, the thing re- 
maining ill. __ 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which 
peradventure will be offended, for that ſome 
Of the o1d Ceremonies are. retained ftill : I 
they conſider, that without ſome Ceremoniet 
it 15 nOt poſlible ro keep any Order, Or quiet 
Diſcipline in the Church,they ſhall eafily per+ 
ccive jutt cauſe to reform their judgments, 
And if they think much that any of the old 
do remain, and would rather have all deviſed 
anew 2 Then ſuch men granting ſome Cere- 
monies convenient to be had,ſurely where ths 
old may be well uſed, there they cznnot rea+ 
ſonably reprove the old onely for their agey 
without bewraying of their own folly. For i 
ſucha caſe they ought rather to have reve+ 
rence unto them for their antiquity, if they 
will declare themſelves to be more ftudious 
of unity and corcord,then of innovations and 
new-fangleneſs, which (as much as may be with 
tru ſecting torch of Chrifts Religion ) 1$ 
always to be elcheived. Furthermore , ſuck 
{hall have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremoniey 
re{erved to be offended. For 2s thoſe are ta+ 
ken away which were mott abuſed, and did 
burden mens conſciences without any caule 3 
fo the other that.remain, are retained for a4 
Diſcipline and Order, which ( upon juſt cau- 
ſes ) may be altered and changed, and there- 
fore are not to be eſteemed equal with Godyg 
Law. And moreover, they be neither dark 
nor dumb Ceremonies, but are fo ſet forth 
thar every man may undertiand what they dg 
mean, and tv what uſe they do ferve.
